one hour, stirring occasionally. Rub 
all that will go through the colan­ 
der and thicken with a tablespoon­ 
ful each of butter and flour cooked 
together.

Raps Rail Management. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—Reiter­ 
ating charges that the condition of 
railroad equipment show’ed incompe­ 
tent management, Senator Couzens, 
republican of Michigan, in a state­ 
ment today, quoted figures to show 
that modern locomotives were 
not 
efficiently used, and that in recent 
years there had 
been a 
great in­ 
crease in bad order cars 
and en­ 
gines. 
In a previous statement, Senator 
Couzens said, he had asserted that 
the general practice of railroad man­ 
agement was to cut wages or raise 
rates, instead of endeavoring to find 
other means of cutting costs. 
The 
railroads replied, he said, that they 
had reduced expenses in 1922 over a 
billion dollars and that they averaged 
only 1,645,237 employes in 1922, as 
against 2,012,600 in 1920, 
although 
traffic was not greatly below the 
volume of 1922. 
“Now let us see,” said the Michi­ 
gan senator, “how deceptive 
this 
statement is. 
The Interstate Com­ 
mission’s figures showed that 
the 
1922 traffic w'as approximately 
19 
per cent less than In 1920, and you 
will observe that the difference In 
the number of employes was 
ap­ 
proximately 19 per cent, so where is 
thij flaunted efficiency?” 
The bureau of railway economics, 
Senator Couzens said, 
had 
shown 
that from 1920 to 1922, there was a 
considerable decrease in the number 
of miles travelled by each car per 
day, a decrease in the tons carried 
by each car, a decrease in net tons 
per train, an lacrosse in bad order 
cars of 89.2 per cent, and an Increase 
of bad order locomotives of nearly 
five per cent. 
If the railroads had cut more than 
a billion dollars from annua! costs of

Revenue Cut By Strikes 
NEW YORK, April 16.— The Wa­ 
bash Railroad Company In its 1922 
report, made public last night, de­ 
clares that the strikes of coal miners 
and railway shop crafts last summer 
caused a reduction of approximately 
$2,700,000 in net revenue. 
Net in­ 
come totaled $1,210,388, a decrease 
of $70,973 under the year before, al­ 
though net operating income actually 
showed an increase of $244,080. 
Operating revenues 
totaled $57,- 
662,495, a decrease of $1,555,195 be­ 
low 1921. The report states that the 
decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the Western hay and 
grain rate case caused a loss in rev­ 
enues of aobut $1,225,000 during the 
year and that the IO per cent reduc­ 
tion on all commodities in July re­ 
sulted in a loss in revenue of approx­ 
imately $1,500,000 for 
the last 
six 
months. 
“There are some very encouraging 
features in the freight traffic situa­ 
tion for 1923, particularly in the de­ 
velopment of the automobile indus­ 
try and the salt industry of Detroit,” 
says the report.

Mora Mines Seized 
DU ES S ELDORF, 
April 16.—Nine 
additional coal mines in the
